HE Eſtates of Parliament taking to their Conſideration, the 
Danger that ſtill threatens this Kingdom, by reaſon of the con- ly 
tinuance of the preſent War, which viſibly requires the keeping 
up of the ſtanding Forces, and the Supplies neceſſary for their = 
Maintainance, and the Repairing, Furniſhing, and maintaining 
the Forts and Garifons, and Out-reiking and maintaining the 
Frigots imployed for Defence of the Coafts; Do therefore, humbly and 
cheerfully for chemſelves, and in name and behalf of this Kingdom whom they 
repreſent, make offer to Her Majefty of the Sum of Four hundred thirty two 
thouſand pound Scors, extending to Six Months Ceſs: Which new Supply is to 
be raiſed and, uplifted out of the Land-rent of this Kingdom, in the ſame manner,
